Home runs were as plentiful as little
green apples in the good old summer-
time. Four clrcuit clouta were rung!
up on the cash register, and the great¬
est of these was the blow that Chick
Fewster struck in thc eighth inning
with the Hugmen trailing by a run and
three clamoring runnera on thc bare
lines.
The Baltimore gnmecock put thc

crusher on Detroit hopes when he
drove the ball to the left ccntcr cor¬

ner of the lot, with Ty Cobb legging it

industrlously after the fleeting pellrt
while the parado of Yankees around
the scoring path drove the audience to

frenzied applause.
That wasn't the only parade of thc

afternoon. There was a formal march
of pitchers to and from thc mound.
Hoyt started for thc Yanks and was

greeted by the Tigers with a vollcy of
hits. Thc world's series star endured
a heavy bombardment until he was

removed in the eighth inning, and then
for the second time in as many starts
on the Polo Grounds he was driven to
cover after givine ten hits to thc op-
position during his stay.

Murray's Stay on Mound Brlef
Miller Huggins called on George

Murray to stem the tide, but the
"Smiler" seems to vanish almost as

suddenly as hc appears in these pas-
times. After putting Harry Heilmann.
the league-lcading slugger, out of thc
way on a trcmendous fly to Fewster,
Pan Clark scratched a hit past Wardie
.nd exit Murray! "Carl Muys to the
Tescue!" was the cry of thc mitc man¬

ager, and thc underslung slabster
clambcrcd to thc mound.
Thc almost forgotten squcezc play

was staged by thc Tigers and they
went into a one-run'lead on a tally
that was eharged against Waite Hoyt,
as Blue. had singled from the Brook¬
lyn boy's delivery to start thc inning.
That weak advantage was swept. by the
board when Fewster struck liis fatal
blow in the second half of the inning.
The flery Ty rushed up the reserves

in the ninth, calling on pinch hitters
and pinch runncrs until there were no
more onimal.-. left in thc Tijrer collec¬
tion. Two runs were pushed over on
three hits, which was all very well,
but not nearly well cnough from the
Detroit point of view.
"Red" Oldham. thc fork-handed

hurler for the visitors, was duly deb.t-
ed with thc loss of thc game, as it. was
against his twirling that t.he Hugmen
staged their eighth inning uprising.
A youngster answering to the name of
Arthur Olsen, from Norwalk, Conn., a
former denizen of the Bushwick semi-
professional sand lots, started the day
for the Tiuers, but was chascd to the
showers in the fourth innning after
having yielded seven hits and four runs
to the home talcnt.

Elmer Miller and Bob Jonea, of thc

Tigers, were the two other athletes to
p-ather circuit clouts for the day. Jon-s
drove one to the center-ficld fetice in
the seventh, which Fewster chased with
nothing on his mind but thc de*=perete
thought, "A horse! A horse! My kiiiR-
<lom for a horse!" That blow tied thn
rcore at ft-all, but by this time the
tcams had jockeyed in the lead so
often that position meant nothing.Elmcr Miller hit his homer into the
right-field stand just after Fewster un-
corked his telling smash that cleared
the bases in lhe eighth.
